The applicants* proposed 'Amendment After Final Rejection Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.116' (filed 31 May 2007), if entered, would at least newly 
introduce for instance the limitations of: "the power management circuit and the control processing circuit being connected together and 
arranged in a configuration that lowers the power consumption in a self regulating manner" to independent claims 2, 21 , 30, and 35.
